yet in the rear, but believing that Loe 
had bis entire force before him, while 
Lee was waiting for Longstreet, believ- 
ing that ileade had his army well ill 
band to oppose him. That Lee's dis- 
positions were wisely made for the but 
tie of the second day cannot be doubted, 
and had his orders been carried out it 
is quite likely that he might have achiev- 
ed a decisive victory before Meade's 
army was strong enough to resist him. 
He conferred with hia corps command- 
era, and especially -with Longstreet, who 
was on the fluid in advance of his corps, 
and his orders personally delivered to 
his lieutenants were to attack early tlie 
next morning and Longstreet's order 
was "to attack on the flank at sunrise 
the next morning." Instead of doing 
this, as «e learn from tlie volume be- 
fore us, ''Longstreet's troops not long 
after day-break stack arms near the bat- 
tlefield," arid instead of attacking the 
Union forces early in tlie morning, as 
Lee had planned and ordered, the after- 
noon was well spent hefore any attack 
was made at all, and then it was precip- 
itated by General Sickles getting the 
Third Corps into advance position that 
seemed to invite attack. 


General Lee and General Longstreet 


seeui to have disagreed very seriously as 
to the execution of Lee's orders, and 
the account we have, given by General 
Fitzhugh Lee, places General Long- 
street in the attitude of not only having 
opposed Lee's orders \ery earnestly, but 
as exhibiting considerable, irritation. 
Pickett's division was still in the rear, 
and Longstreet's excuse for not execut- 
ing Lee's orders to attack early in the 
morning was because he did not wish 
"iogo into battle with one boot on." 
The reader can get a just appreciation 
of the responsibility put upon Long- 
street for the failure of the second day's 
battle at Gettysburg, by carefully s'udy- 
ing the following extract from General 
Fitzhugh Lee's work describing the 
action of the second day : 


Lee, impressed with the idea of whip- 


ping his opponent in detail on the other 


raoring." General W. X. Pemlleton, 
his chief of artillery and his honored 
and trusted friend, has put ou record 
that General Lee told that night, after 
he (Pendleton) returned from a recon- 
nuisaiice on the right Ikiik, that he "had 
ordered General Longstreet to attack on 
the flank at sunrise next morning.'' 
Hill, in his official report, says : "Gen- 
eral Longstreet was to attack the ll.ink 
of the enemy and sweep down his line." 
And General Long, of Lee's staff, 
writes, in his opinion, orders weie issued 
for tlie movement to begin on the 
enemy's left as early as practicable. 


Lee plan of battle was simple. Ili.s 


purpose was to turn the enemy's lefl 
ll.ink with his First ( orps, and after the 
work began there to demonstrate against 
his lines with the other two inoider to 
prevent the threatened flank fiom being 
reinforced, these demonstrations to be 
converted into a real attack ab the flank- 
ing wave of battle rolled over the troop-, 
m their front. 


When Lee went to sleep that night he 


was convinced that his dispositions foi 
battle next day were understood by the 
corps commanders, for he had imparted 
them to each one in person. On tht- 
moining of July 2 Lee was up before 
light, breakfasted and was "ready foi 
the fray," but tils chanot of war had 
hardly started betore he found his coq>s 
teams were not pulling together. 
wheel-liorse selected to start it

balky aud stubborn, and after stretch- 
ing his trac s did not draw his share of 
the load with rapidity enough to be 
effective.

trying to influence Lee not to attack, he said to Professor White, 


for success, and there would probably 
have been no c imbat on the 3d. The 
Third Federal Corps was not all up at 
the hour the attack should have been 
made, or a division of the Fifth, or the 
reserve artillery of the Sixth Corps. 


When McLaws and Hood advanced, 


eight or nine hours afterward, tlie con- 
dition had changed. Meade having re- 
linquished his plan to attack from his 
right, had been steadily strengthening 
his left, and his whole army \\ 
concen- 


trated on a splended defensive line, for 
Lee had waited as if he did not purpose 
to take advantage of his being first pre- 
pared to fight. The flue Federal posi- 
tion would have been useless to Meade 
had Lougstreet attacked only a few 
liours earlier, as lie might have done, 
for in that case he would have secured 
Round-Top, six hundred aud sixty-four 
feet high, and oue hundred and sixteen 
feet higher than Little Hound-Top, one 
thousand yards north of it, and ciown- 
ed it with artillery. "Little Round- 
Top would have been untenable, and 
Little Hound-Top was the key of my 
whole position,'' said Meade; "and if 
they" (his opponents) "had succeeded in 
occupying that it would have prevented 
me from holding any of the ground 1 
subsequently held to the last." 


Lee to the strong courage of the man 


united the loving heart of the woman. 
His "nature was too epicene," said an 
English critic, "to be purely a military 
man." He had a reluctance to oppose 
the wishes of others or to order them to 
do anything that would be disagreeable 
aud to which they would not consent. 
'•Hart I Stonewall Jackson at Gettys- 
burg I would have won a great victory,-'' 
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hand, was practically ready and eager 
for the contest next day, and so was his 
confident artny. lie was under no ob- 
ligation, as has been affirmed, to any 
one to fight a defensive battle. He 
sought the enemy's soil to gain a vic- 
tory, whether by offensive or defensive 
tactics, and his objective point was the 
Army of the Potomac. 
He knew tlie 


Union army had not yet concentrated, 
and was anxious to attack before it 
could. He had already talked with 
Longstreet, who, following Hill's corps, 
joined him at o p. m., the afternoon of 
July l, on Seminary Hidge, where both 
made a careful survey with glasses of 
the hostile heights opposite, and, it is 
presumed, attempted to impress him 
with the importance of an early attack 
next day, aud later that night saw him 
again. On the same evening he rode 
into the town of Gettysburg, and met, 
in an arbor attached to a small house on 
the Carlisle road, north of the town, 
Ewell, Karly and Rhodes. 


The Confederate commander was anx- 


ious at first that Ewell and Hill should 
commeuce the battle, and seemed appre- 
hensive that Longstreet might not get 
into position as soon as the condition 
demanded, but finally yielded to the 
opinion 
expressed — that 
Longstreet 


should commence the battle by a for- 
ward movement on Hill's right, seize 
the commanding positions on the en- 
emy's left and envelop and enfilade the 
flank of the troops in front of the other 
two corps. Lee left the conference, 
Early states, with the "distinct under- 
standing that Lougstreet would be or- 
dered to make the attack early next 


but miiuieuvre, aud on the 2d he "wenl 
to General Lee's heatiquaiters at clay- 
liglit and renewed rny views against 
making an attack. He seemed it-solved, 
however, and we discussed results." 


Inconsequence of the reluctance of 


the officer next in command to fire the 
opening gun Lee was induced to send 
Colonel Venable, of his staff, to Ewell 
at sunrise to see whether, after viewing 
the position in his trout by daylight, he 
could not attack from his Iknk, but tin- 
work of thousands of men during the 
night made the lulls too strong to as- 
sault; indeed, Meada was then massiug 
there to attack Ewell. Later, he rode 
there himself, not wishing to diive his 
right corps commander into battle when 
he did not want to go, but saw nothing 
could be done, so at 11 o'clock gave a 
positive order to Longstieet to move to 
his right and attack. It was clearly the 
duty of Longstreet to carry out his com- 
mander's views and not lapse into re- 
fractoriness. 


Longstreet's tioops not long after 


daybreak stacked arms near the battle- 
field. Hood repoits that he was in front 
of the heights of Gettysburg shortly 
after daybreak. General Lee «as theie 
walking up and down under the large 
trees near him, and seemed full of hope, 
but at times buried in deep thought 
He seemed anxious that Longstreet 
should attack, says Hood. "The enemy 
is here," Lee said, "and if we don't 
whip him he will «hip us." Hood states 
that Longstreet afterward said, seating 
himself next the trunk of a tree by his 
side: "The General is a little nervous 
this morning. He wishes me to attack. 
I do not want to do so without Pickett. 
I never like to go into battle with one 
boot off." 


McLaws says that his orders were to 


leave bis camp at 4 a. m., but were after- 
ward changed to sunrise ; that he reach- 
ed Gettysburg at a very early hour, and 
halted the head of his column within a 
huudred yards of where General Lee 
was sittii/g on a fallen tree with a map 
beside him ; that he went to Lee, who 
pointed out to him on the map the road 
to his right as the oue he wanted him to 
place his division across, aud that he 
wished him to get there, if possible, 
without being seen by the enemy; that 
the line pointed out was perpendicular 
to the Emmitsburg road, about the posi- 
tion he afterward occupied, and that 
Longstreet was then walking back and 
forth some little distance from General 
Lee, but came up, and, pointing to the 
map, showed him how he wanted bis 


, of 
the 


Washington and Lee University, after 
the war, because he knew it would have 
been sufficient for Jackson to have 
known his general views without trans- 
mitting positive orders, and that Stone- 
wall, quick and impatient, would have 
been driving into the enemy's lUnk ere 
the rays of the morning sun lifted the 
mists from the Round-Tops. If Lee 
had issued, by his chief of staff, his bat- 
tle order for the 2d iu writing, as is cus- 
tomary, Lougstreet would have carried 
it out probably in good faith, and not 
have wasted most valuable time in at- 
teniping to convince his commauder it 


>, as faulty. 


The attack on the right, commencing 


live or six hours after the positive orders 
had been given, even then had some ele- 
ments of success. Sickles, with the 
Third Corps, had become dissatisfied 


Little Hound-Top and Gulp's Hill, both 
of which could have been taken unop- 
posed any time during the day before. 
Lee's entire plan of battle had miscar- 
ried, aud his biographer seta forth at 
every stage of failure how the respon- 
sibility waa upon the tardiness of Gen- 
eral Longstreet. lie did not attack in. 
the morning at daj light, as he should 
have done, because Pickett's division 
was not yet there, and thus nearly the 
entire day was lost, during every hour of 
which the strength of the Union position 
was greatly increased by breastworks 
and the numbers of the army multiplied. 
The author thus closes his record of the 
second day's battle: 
"The sentinel stars set their watch over 
a ghastly Held of dead, dying and wound- 
ed soldiers, lying m blue and gray heaps 
everywhere. Bolh contestants sought 
rest, but battlefields are not pleasant 
couches when dyed in the blood of num- 
erous brave men, who sleeping their 
last sleep, lie cold and quiet, while the 
piteous moans of the wounded pierce 
the ear and reach the heart. The ar- 
mies rested without pleasant anticipations 
of the morrow, knowing well that at 
the roli-cali next evening many would 
not respond. The pickets alone were 
on duty, the surgeons alone at work. 
The result of the day's operations, Lee 
reported, "induced the belief that, with 
proper concert of action, and with the 
increased support that the positions 
gained on the right would enable the 
artillery to render the assaulting col- 
umns, we should ultimately succeed, 
and it was accordingly determined to 
continue the attack." 


were sent to support Longstreet's corps 
but, curiously, were placed in an attack 
ing column that had no support. 


Four brigades—Pettigrew's, Davis', ( 


brother of the Southern President) 
Brockenbrough'aand Archer's, of Hetli' 
division, under that fine officer, Petti 
grew (Heth having been wounded the 
day before)-were placed on Pickett' 
left, and two, Lane's and Scales', abou 
twenty-five hundred men of Pender' 
division, under Trimble, in asecond line 
while Wilcox's was to march on the ex 
treme right to protect their Hank 
Thirteen thousand five hundred, or a 
most fourteen thousand troops, had beei 
massed to attack an army, but with n< 
more hope of success than had the Spar 
tans at Thermopylae, the English cavalry 
at Balaklava or the Old Guard of thi 
French at Waterloo. 


Pickett's division formed at 10.30 a.m 


in line nearly parallel and in rear of the 
rise upon which runs the Emmitsburg 


IV. 


On the evening of the second day it 


was evident to Lee that the position of 
the Federal army was too strong to 
be broken ou either of its flanks, as he 
had sacrificed many of his soldiers in 
vain efforts to get possession of Gulp's 
Ilill and Hound-Top. He was thus 
reduced to the necessity of adopting one 


with his ioc.ition and 
moved on 


about 12 o'clock nearly a mile in his 
front and taken a new alignment, which 
became salient to the main line. Lee 
was deceived by it and gave general 
orders to "attack up tlie Emmitsburg 
road, partially enveloping the enemy's 
left," which Longstreet "was to drive 
in." There was much behind Sickles 
nnd Longstreet was attacking the Marye 
II ill of the position only. "Sickles' 
right was three-fourths of a mile in 
front of Hancock's left," says Sleade, 
"and his left one-quarter of a mile in 
front of the base of the Little Round- 
Top, leaving that key point unoccupied," 
which should have been seized by Long- 
street before Jleade did so with the 
Fifth Corps. 


division located, to which General Lee 
replied: ' No, General, I wish it placed 
just the opposite," and "that Longstreet 
appeared as if he were irritated and an- 
noyed, but the cause I did not ask." 


Longstreet admits that he was order- 


ed at 11 to move to the right to attack 
with the portion of the command then 
up, but delayed on his own responsibil- 
ity to await General McLaws' brigade, 
which had been detached on picket. 
His disobedience of orders in failing to 
march at once with his command then 
present, many believe to have lost Lee 
the battlSiof Gettysburg. With a corps 
commander who knew the value of time, 
obeyed orders with promptness and 
without argument, Lee's movement on 
Meade's left could have commenced at 
7 or 8 o'clock a. m., with all the chances] 


Sickles' right rested on the Emmits- 


burg road, and then his line was re- 
formed in the direction of the Round- 
Tops, making an angle at that point, his 
corps facing westerly and southeily. 
Lee wanted to get possession of this 
point to assail and carry the more ele- 
vated ground beyond, but the Fifth 
Corps had then been placed on the 
ground referred to. and the Sixth Corps, 
under sturdy old Sedgnick, had arrived, 
having marched thirty-four miles since 
9 p. m. the previous night, and was in 
position before the two divisions of Lee's 
First Corps, which were in bivouac only 
four miles in rear of the field. The 
tired troops of the Sixth Corps were 
massed on the Taueytowu road, in the 
rear of Little Hound-Top. When that 
gallant officer, Hood, was informed by 
his Texas scouts that instead of attack- 
ing Sickles' left he could turn Hound- 
Top, he sent three officers at different 
iuteivals of time, to Longslreet, asking 
him to do it, but in every case was 
answered, "General Lee's orders are to 
attack up the Emmitsburg road." As 
he was going into battle Longstreet 
rode up and Hood again asked permis- 
sion to make the move, but was told 
"We must obey General Lee's orders." 
A strange acknowledgment from one 
who a few hours before had disregarded 
them. 
— 


Thus ended the battle of the second 


day at Gettysburg. Instead of a sim- 
ultaneous attack upon the Union lines 
as General Lee's plans contemplated, 
and as he had verbally ordered, no at- 
tack was made until late in tbe after- 
noon, enabling Meade to largely increase 
his force and strengthen his pos tion. 
and when the attack was made it was a 
desperate and bloody effort to gain 


of three cources, viz: To make an 
assault upon General Meade's left cen- 
tre, at the point where it was nearest 
to Lee's Lines; to make a flank move 
merit around Meade's left and thus 
attempt to force him out of his po- 
sition, or to retreat. General Lee doubt- 
less well considered all of these sugges- 
tions. He had discusssed the question 
of attempting a Hank movement with 
General Longstreet, who strongly urged 
it, but it did not meet with Lee's ap- 
proval, and after fully considering the 
matter he expressed the belief that with 
proper concerted action an assault could 
be made successfully, and his orders 
were given accordingly. General Pick- 
ett's division had arrived on the field in 
the afternoon of the second day and had 
not yet participated iu any of the battles, 
and as Longstreet's corps was now com- 
plete, with more fresh men in it than 
any other, he was charged with the duty 
of assaulting the Union lines early in the 
morning. We cannot better convey to 
the reader the story of Pickett's luckless 
assault than to quote copiously from 
General Fitzhugh Lee's story as it comes 
from his own pen : 


"General Longstreet's 
dispositions 


were not completed as early as was ex- 
pected," continues Lee, and before ho 
could notify Ewell the enemy attacked 
Johnson, was repulsed, and Johnson, 
thinking the fighting was going on else- 
where, attacked in his turn and forced 
the Union troops to abandon part of 
their intreuchments, but "after a gallant 
and prolonged struggle" was not able to 
carry the strongly-fortified crest of the 
bill. 
"The projected attack on the' 


enemy's left not having been made," 
Lee states, "he was unable to hold his 
right with a force largely superior to 
that of General Johnson, and finally to 
threaten his flank and rear, and render- 
ing it necessary for him to retire to his 
original position about 1 p. m." The 
delay to attack on the right was but a 
repetition of the proceeding day's tactics. 
Ct was impossible to move from different 
flanks a slow officer and a prompt one 
"at the same time." Longstreet was 
delayed, General Lee's report tells us, by 
a force occupying the high, rocky hills 
on the enemy's extreme left from which 
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road, but rather diagonally to the Union 
position at the contemplated point of 
attack. Kemper's right was one thou- 
sand eight hundred and sixty yards dis- 
tant from it, while Pettigrew prolonged 
the line somewhat en echelon. Pickett's 
first formation was in one line, Armis- 
tead, Garnett and Kemper from left to 
right. 
Garnett's troops were twenty 


yards only in rear of Wilcox's brigade of 
Anderson's division, which had been 
sent out to the front between daylight 
and sunrise to protect guns then being 
put in position by Colonel E. P. Alexan- 
der, of the artillery. Wilcox states that 
the four brigade commanders were to- 
gether nearly all the time before the 
artillery opened '-in the yard near the 
Spangler House," and that there was no 
officer present in that open field at any 
time higher in rank than a brigade gen- 
eral, which differs with an account by 
the right corps commander, who has said 
that Lee rode with him "twice over the 
line to see that everything was arranged 
according to his wishes and that there 
was no room for a misconstruction of his 
orders." Lee's object was to cut the 
Federal army at its left centre as Marl- 
borough split that of Vendome in the 
same month 155 years before, thinking, 
perhaps, its right wing could be destroy- 
ed first or driven so far out of the way 
that he could turn in whole or part 
against the left win.' before'it could di 
entangle itself from the rocks and worn 
of the Bound-Tops. 


It is fortunate three of General Lee 


trusted staff officers—Taylor, Venab 
and Long—have recorded that the pla 
of assault involved an attack by Long 
street's whole corps, supported by on< 
half of Hill's, or all of it if he called fo 
it, or upon the bright shield of the South 
ern chieftain there might have been 
lasting blot. Taylor, the adjutant gen 
eral of the army, says it was original] 
intended to make the attack with Hoo 
and McLaws, re-enforced by Picket 
and it was only because of the appre- 
hensions of General Longstreet that hi 
corps was not strong enough that Gener 
al Hill was called on to support him, an 
Hill, in an official report, states that his 
troops were seat to Longstreet "at 
support to his corps." Lee "rode alon 
a portion of the line held by A. P. Hill' 
corps and finally took a position abou 
the Confederate centre on an elevatee 
point, from which he could survey th 
Held and watch the result of the move- 
ment." Long says the order for th 
assault by the whole corps was given 


his troops could be attacked in reserve 
as they advanced, and he deemed it 
necessary to defend his flank and rear 
with the divisions of Hood and McLaws. 
"He was therefore reinforced by Heth'3 
division and two brigades of Fender's 
(Hill corps) to the command of which 
Major Trimble was assigned, and Gen- 
eral Hill was ordered to afford General 
Longstreet further assistance if request- 
ed, and avail himself of any success that 
might be gained." 


The assaulting column wan at last 


formed. 
Pickett's division of three 


brigades, 5,000 men, was formed in two 
lines, Kemper on the right, Garnett on 
his left and Armistead in the rear. Hill's 
troops—six small brigades—having pass- 
ed through the fiery furnace of two days 


verbally by General Lee in his presence 
and that of Major Venable and othe 
officers of the army. Venable states 
that he heard the orders given tosuppor 
Pickett's attack by McLaws and Hood 
aud that, when he called General Lee' 
attention to it afterward he said: " 
know it, I know it." 


A consummate master of war such as 


Lee was would not drive en masse a 
column of fourteen thousand men across 
an open terrene thirteen or fourteen 
hundred yards, nearly every foot of ii 
under a concentrated and converging fire 
of artillery, to attack an army on forti- 
fied heights, of one hundred thousand 
less its two days' losses, and give his en- 
tering wedge no support. Why, if every 
wan !Q that assault bad been bullet- 
proof, and if the whole of those fourteen 
thousand splendid troops had arrived 
unharmed ou Cemetery Ridge, what 
could have been accomplished? Not be- 
ing able to kill them, there would have 
been time for the federals to have seized, 
tied and taken them oft in wagons before 
their supports could have reached them. 
Amid the Ore and smoke of this false 
move these troops did not know "some 
one had blundered," but had a right to 
feel that the movement had been well 
considered and ordered because it had 
elements of success. But there was no. 
chance to write victory upon their flut- 
tering flags. The pages of history which 
record the magnificent exhibition of hu- 
man courage drip with the useless sacri- 
fice of blood. 


Longstreet waa disappointed when he

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battles, did not number 7,000 men ; they received the order to make this attack

and wanted to move to the Federal left 
but Lee knew his relations with Meade 
had been too intimate during the last 
two days and the relative hosts too close 
for such tactical folly. His right corp, 
chief says he took Pickett, who was to 
command the charge, to the crest of 
Seminary Ridge, pointed out the direc- 
tion to be taken and the point to be 
assaulted; that he "could see the des- 
perate and hopeless nature of the charge 
and the cruel slaughter it would cause " 
and that his "heart was heavy" when he 
Nift Pickett; that his objections to 
Pickett's battle had been overruled and 
that the day was one of the saddest of 
nis life, for he forsaw what his men 
would meet and would gladly have given 
up his position rather than share in tbe 
responsibilities of that day. Lee an 
contraire, was impatiently waiting to 
see Longstreet's corps and one-half ot 
Hill s, or, if necessary, all of it, break 
with the force of the tempest which 
strands navies, through the hostile lines 
if the testimony of his staff officers is 
worthy of credence. 


The details of the attack were properly 


left to the oiHcer who was to make it 
Lee did not care whether Hood and Mc- 
Laws attacked, reinforced by Pickett 
and Hill's troops, as at first intended or 
whether Pickett led aud the remainder 
followed; but he wanted the muskets 
numerous enough to plant the victory 
upon his standards. To fight to a finish 
a.protracted struggle was a bold concep- 
tion ; to give in audacious form a coup 
le grace to his enemy was the acme of 
daring. But Lee, calm, quiet, conserva- 
ive and self-coutrolled, was fearless 
when occasion demanded, as a study of 
his campaigns will demonstrate. 


Two minutes afterwards the Federal 


fire ceased, and some of his guns limber- 
ed up and vacated their positions. Then 
e (Aiideison) wrote to Pickett, "For 
rod's sake, come quick." Pickett had 
taken his first note to Longstreet and 
asked him if the time for his advance 
ad come, and Longstreet bowed his 
assent; he could not speak, because, he 
says, he was convinced that Pickett was 
;oing to lead his troops to useless slaugh- 
ter. 
Longstreet then rode to Alex- 


nder's position, and upon being told the 
rtillery ammuuition might not hold 
ut, directed Alexander to stop Pickett 
and replenish it; but was told there 
"was very little to replenish with," and 
that the enemy would recover from the 
effect of the fire it there was further 
delay, and just then, says he, Pickett 
swept out and showed the full length of 
the gray ranks and shining bayonets-as 
grand a sight as man ever looked on and 
that on the left Pettigrew stretched 
further than he could see. General Gar- 
tiett, just out of the sick ambulance and 
buttoned up in an old blue overcoat 
ndmgat the bead of his brigade, passed 
just then, andsaluted Longstreet. Alex- 
ander had served with him on the plains 
before the war, and they "wished each 
other luck and a good-bye"-a last fare- 
well for Garnett. Alexander followed 
Pickett with eighteen of his guns which 
had most ammunition, whose fire was 
very effective against Stannard's Ver- 
mont troops. The small thunderbolt 
had been discharged, and tbe red-crested 
wave of assault rolled forward, destined 
to break into fragments on the mur- 
derous rocks athwart its path. 


Screaming shells broke in front, rear 


[went an instantaneous transformatioa 
m a dense cloud of smoke and dnst- 
arrns, heads, blanket., guns and knap- 
sacks were toned in the air aud the 
moan of the battlefield was heard amid 
tbe storm of battle." Sheets of missiles 
flew through what seemed a moving 
mass of smoke; human valor was powei- 
less and the death-dealing guns were 
everywhere throwing blazing projectiles 
iu their faces. Xo tioops could advance 
and live.

'•This has been a sad day to iis," said

It was a day for the 
South, for at that time it was "within a 
stone's throw of peace." Fate was 
against Lee. The high-water mark of 
Southern independence had been reach- 
ed, and from that hour it began to ebb 
from the mountains of Pennsylvania 
until lost in the hills of Appomattor. 
"It is all my fault," Lee exclaimed, aud 
proceeded in person to rally and re-form 
his shattered troops. -There was much 
less noise, fuss or confusion of orders 
tnan at an ordinary lield day ; the men 
were brought up in detachments, quietly 
and coolly," said an English colonel who 
rode by his side. 


What that wonderful magnanimity 


which Lee so fully possessed ne u^ M 
the responsibility ou his 0«n broad 
shoulders, and some ot il must be put 
there. 
First, the discretion allowed, 


which separated uioi from his cavalry; 
second, the omission of positive orde'rs 
to Ewell to advance 011 the evening of 
the 1st, aud the failure to replace an of- 
ficer who opposed his plaus with oue who 
would have entered into them heartily 
and readily cooperated with him to' 
•'whip ihe enemy iu detail.'' 


The delay in getting two or three miles 


to the right, alter the early hour Long- 
street's command got near Lee's head- 
quarters, cannot he wholly laid at the 
auor of his guide-Lee's engmeer orticer 
Colonel S. P Johnson. That officer 
states he called attention to the tact 
that the road they were following would 
pass over a hill in vie* 01 the Federal 
line, and pointed out a shorter route 
across a field screened from observation; 
but the corps coiuuiauder preterrea the 
road, and followed it to the top of the 
hill, then halted, and changed the posi- 
tiou of his division in column. At that 
time the distance of the place Hood oc- 
cupied was only a mile and a halt and 
could have been reached, Johnston sajs 
in less than an hour. And, finally if 
the positive assertions of Lee's staff of- 
ficers can be believed-aud they must be 
trom their well-known high characters- 
he disobeyed orders when he attacked 
with one-third and not with his whole 
corps. Lee knew all the facts, for m 
.•dditioa to what was said to Ewell 
Early and Peudletou, he told Governor 
Carroll, of Mar>laud, "that the battle 
would have been gained it General Long- 
street had obeyed tue order given him 
and attacked early instead of late • that 
Longstreet was a brilliant soldier when 
once engaged, but the hardest man to 
move iu my army." 


Meade sho*e<l no disposition to as- 


sume the offensive alter Pickett's re- 
pulse. Like Lee at Fredencksburg he 
did not waut to lose the advantage' of 
position, aud was not certain the battle 
was over. The relative numbers iu each 
army were still about the same, tor t|,e>r 
losses did uot vary much, and thegreater 
part ot Lee's army was ready to rece-ve 
nun; he might have been "repulsed in 
turn, producmg perliapa other combina- 
tions aud other results. Lee's ammuni- 
tion was short, it is true—a tact which 
*as unknown to him when the assault 
was made-hut there was sufficient to 
still make "many tongues ot lUme '' 
The natal day of American liberty ,roke 
upon both armies occupying nearly tiie 
same position, except that Lee "had 
drawn iu his left and retired it w a new- 
line out of the town covering his lines of 
communication and at the same time 
strengthened his right by defeasue 
works at right angles to hia main lue, to 
guard against any flank attack there. 
The Southern leader knew on th« night 
of the 3d that he could no longer resume 
the offensive, aud there was uothmg to 
be done except to withdraw from Meade's 
front. 


Such is the story Gettysburg, as told 


by General Fitzhugh Les, and he may be 
reasonably regarded as reflecting "the 
views of General Robert E. Lee will; 
more precision than any man who 
has yet attempted to speak on the sub- 
ject. It will be seen that from the very 
first of the many unfortunate errors 
committed on the Confederate sj,ie g^ 
one is charge to Genera! Longstawt, and 
thus upon him, and him alone, is placed 
the responsibiliiy for the loss of Gettys- 
burg by General Lee, and the overthrow 
ot the greatest army the South ever had 
in the field. From that day the cause of 
the Confederacy was the lost cause, as 
Picket's disastrous charge at Gett>sbuig 
irrevocable dated the decline and fall of 
military power of the South in its war 
for independence.

Orchard and Garden. 


BlicU—Trees—Apples. 


Mr. E. H. Forbnsh, State ornitholo- 


gist of Massachusetts, says in an article 
on ".The Farmer and the Birds" this 
about the English sparrow and robin: 


"The 'English sparrow' is the only 


bird that has been justly iiccused of all 
the crimes in the calendar of which a 
bird is capable, and is the only bird in 
this Commonwealth that is at. all seasons 
an enemy to the farmer. This sparrow 
should be shot or trapped npon all possi- 
ble occasins, »nd its eggs and young de- 
sttoyed wherever found. But the ut- 
most care should be taken not to con- 
found this species with our native spar- 


• rows, which are highly beneficial. Far- 


mers will be obliged to protect their 
grain, fruit or poultry at times from the 
attacks of birds. This should be done 
as far as possible by using means 
drive away the intruders rather than to 
kill them. 
"There is no doubt that the robin and 


the 'cherry bird' pay a higher price to 
the farmer for his fruit than he can get 
in the open market, or that the owls 
render services far more valuable to the 
farmer than the few chickens they con- 
sume. Specialists, such as poultrymen 
or small fruit-growers, may suffer un- 
duly at times, but they are generally 
fully capable of protecting their own in- 
terests. 


"The general farmer will do well to 


offer all possible protection to birds, for 
in so doing he will materially benefit 
his own fortunes." 


The advice contained in the last sen- 


tence is applicable to all sections of the 
country. 


Onions are the most easily cared for 


of any of the small agricultural indus- 
tries, says a correspondent of Prairie 
farmer. Nor is there a vegetable that 
wonld 611 its place in the economy of 
the house. It conduces to health, stimu- 
lates the appetite and in many ways ren- 
ders itself useself. Great care should 
be exercised to prevent the onions from 
being bruised in the handling. In gath- 
ering them they should not be suffered 
to fall upon one another or the ground, 


"Insect Life," an interesting publica- 


tion of the Agriculture Department, ex- 
plains tbe cause of the russet color of 
tbe Florida oranges and the curious re- 
sults on their quality of the insect which 
causes this discoloration. 
Tbe oranges 


are attacked by a minute insect, a mite 
that burrows in the skin and by destroy- 
ing the surface of it hardens it and 
makes it inpenetrable by the air. This 
has the effect of greatly increasing the 
sweetness of the juice, and renders the 
fruit lesssubiect, to injury in shipment 
and by decay. Thus the so-called russet 
oranges are most popular in the market 
and much desired by the consumers. 
And yet, curiously enough, the orange- 
growers are constautlv asking the de- 
partment how to get rid of the mite 
whiuh thus does a valuable service to 
them. 


All wounds that are noticed on fruit 


trees ought to be attended promptly 
and carefully, just as in the care of 
aciroals. and proper remedies should be 
applied, says a correspondent of Ameri- 
can Gardening. Broken limbs should 
be removed by a fine sharp saw, and the 
bared surface thickly covered with a 
thick ochre paint; the wound thus treat- 
ed will heal much more quickly and 
soundly than if let alone. Very early in 
its existence a young tree may get what 
will prove to be its death wounds. It is 
not enough to merely plant trees—that 
is an operation which goes but a very 
little way in the establishment of an 
orchard to be depend upon for regu- 
lar and reliable crops of good, merchant- 
able fruit. 


The black knot does more damage to 


plum growers than the eurculio. The 
curculio may be successfully fought by 
spraying early in the season and by jar- 
ring the trees, but the black knot not 
oniy destroys the trees, but spreads over 
the entire neighborhood. Any tree that 
is badly affected should be dug up by 
the roota and consigned to the flames, 
and any appearance of the disease on a 
tree should be the signal for vigorous 
cutting away of the parts attacked. 


The Red Astrachan's mission is two- 


fold—to furnish an early fall cooking 
apple and a fruit from •» hich the most 
delicious jelly can be made. All who 
liave used this fruit for cooking purposes 
are familiar with the strong quince flavor 
that is developed by cooking. In the 
production of jelly the Astrachan gives 
the same strong flavor, and also a most 
desirable jelly as regards consistency 
and clearness. The Sweet Bough is not 
the best of our sweet apples by any 
means, but is still a useful addition to 
one's fruit garden because of its early 
ripening and its beautiful appearance.— 
American Gardening. 


A Southern fruit-grower says he keeps 


the rabbits from his trees by an applica- 
tion of soft soap thinned to the consist- 
ency of buttermilk, one gallon; of coal 
tar, one pint; enough Venetian red, dry, 
to thicken to the consistency of paint. 
lie applied it with an old paint brush 
from the collar to the first limb. 


Every farmer should understand hor- 


ticulture. It enables him to grow a lar- 
ger variety and to rotate his crops to 
the best advantage. There is no reason 
(or confining the farms to three or four 
crops. The soil will be improved when 
the same crop is not grown oftener thau 
one year in five. -Small fruits should be 
grown as well as grain and vegetables. 


tVhy Stock-Growing Pay». 


The English say they raise stock to 


buy more land to raise more grain to 
feed more stock, etc. Xo grass, no cat- 
tle ; no cattle, no manure; no manure, 
no graas. This is a rotation which will 
pay well. Live stock is our chief re- 
liance in mantaining the fertility of the 
•oil. While the raising of stock will 
enrich our soil and renew its produetive- 
neaa, it will market the farm products 
better than to ship the feed away. 
While grain-growing is taking from the 
•oil and at the game time growing more 
unprofitable our hope ia in stock breed- 
ing.—Breeder'* Gazelle. 


OATS are highly recommended as an 


egg-producing food for hens. Oats con- 
tain more mineral matter and less starch 
than wheat or corn, and for that reason 
they should enter Into the ration, not 
only by way of variety, but because they 
will aid in supply the hens more com- 
pletely for producing eggs. 


GREAT as ia the cattle industry, the 


value of poultry and eggs produced in 
the United States annually is but lit- 
tle lev. 


FAKMJEBS lose more by tbe use of in- 


ferior tool* than may be supposed. An 
hour's delay each day amounts to a long 
length of time during a mouth.

A Great Industry. 


Neglecting a flatter of Profit. 


It is a remarkable fact that one of the 


greatest industries in this country is at the 
same time the moat neglected in many 
cases. We refer to poultry and egga. 


No farm ia considered complete without 


a flock of hens, and yet the majority o] 
fanners give little or no attention to them 
They are left to shift for themselves, often 
improperly housed, and with such care 
only as an already overburdened house 
wife can find time to bestow. 


Hours of time and careful attention to 


proper food are daily bestowed upon cat- 
tie. Plenty of fresh water to drink and 
stalls properly cleaned are absolute neces- 
sities, while the milk pans and cans shine 
like polished silver, without one speck o: 
dirt. M\ of this takes time, and it is time 
well spent; without it financial loss woulc 
certainly follow. 


How much time is spent upon the hens? 


A little corn is thrown to them in the 
morning and again perhaps at night. The 
coop is not cleaned once in six months, 
perhaps not once in a year. And yet, 
in the face of all this, the busy hen more 
than pays her way, and when the same 
amount of care is bestowed upon them as 
upon the cattle the profits are something 
surprising. It has been stated over and 
over again by those who have tried it and 
carefully noted the results that with the 
same capital invested and equal care and 
labor bestowed upon them hens will pro- 
duce twice the profit of cows. Now, if 
this is a fact, it is time the farmers were 
waking up to the possibilities of the long' 
despised fowl. 


Farmers are looking for the dollars as 


anxiously as any other class, and it is folly 
to let such opportunities pass unimproved. 
Many have already given the subject at- 
tention; they have discarded the old way. 
The poultry-house is kept scrupulously 
clean. 
Fresh water is provided, and, 


most of all, a balanced feed is given, con- 
sisting of corn, and weat and clover, with 
a liberal supply of freshly cut green bone, 
(that greatest of all egg-producers,} which 
supplies tlie craving for animal food exist- 
ing always among fowls, and too often 
overlooked; and last, but not least, plenty 
of clean, sharp grit. The markets are 
studied carefully and those breeds selected 
for which there is the greatest demand. 
In a word, they are as careful in the selec- 
tion and care of thir fowls as of theiir dairy 
stock, and they find it pays in good, hard, 
honest dollars. There is always a demand 
for fresh eggs and fine poultry, and to 
meet this demand millions of dollars' 
wortli are imported annually, which 
could just as well be raised here and the 
money kept at home.—Farm and Fireside. 


The Use and Value of Clover. 
Land which will produce a good set of 


clover is in condition to grow almost 
every other crop, and, conversely, if it 
will not produce clover it will not grow 
much else. The uses of clover are uow 
well understood and appreciated by 
farmers who have any knowledge of tbe 
nature o£ soils. While for hay other 
grasses may be better in some respects 
than clover, its benefit, in growing, to the 
land offsets any inferiority which it may 
have as a food. It may not be, as ia 
claimed, a good horse food but it seems 
to be an excellent milk producer. Tbe 
general good opinion of clover as a fer- 
tilizer is correct, but the prevailing idea 


to the inferiority of clover as hay is 


erroneous. 


It is of far more value as a fertilizer 


thau most farmers suppose. 
From 


the fact that 
the roots penetrate 


very far into the depths of subsoil, it ob- 
tains nourishmeut never reached by 
most crops. Moreover, the roots act like 
pumps aud bring to the surface the plant 
food found beneath. At the same time 
the leaves attract nitrogen from the air, 
so that there is a deposit from the earth 
beneath and from the atmosphere above, 
which enriches the top soil. Clover is 
the only crop which leaves the land bet- 
ter than when it finds it. Even the 
ripening of its seeds tends to enrichment 
instead of impoverishment of the land. 
These are indisputableagricultural facts, 
proved alike by chemistry and practical 
experience. 


Tlie roots of clover go deep down into 


the soil and seem to loosen the earth as 
they go. They disintegrate the many 
particles of the soil and make its condi- 
tion such that other roots may penetrate 
the more easily and feed, therefore, the 
better. It has been noticed by many 
farmers that soil full of clover roots be- 
comes fine and in good condition more 
easily than if the roots were not there. 
This separation of the particles of soil is 
the secret of good preparation of ground. 
There is nothing like clover for milch 
cows and beef cattle. The old proverb 
about being "in clover" is a true one. 
tt is an excellent soiling crop, and, fed 
green to cows, keeps up the flow of milk 
admirably in a dry time, when the pas- 
tures are scant. 


WHEN the farmer is compelled to pay 


high prices for the foods brought on the 
farm for his dairy cows he should aim to 
produce high priced articles to sell. 


MOST farmers utilize the straw more 


than they did twenty years ago, and 
many of them consider good bright oat 
and barley straw worth for feeding pur- 
poses quite as much as over-ripe clover 
and timothy hay, and, pound for pound, 
worth fully half as much as any good 
hay. 


WOOL is a nitrogenous product, and 


requires such feed as bran, linseed meal, 
cottonseed meal, etc. Thirty ewes to 
one ram is enough. At least it is better 
to have the number too small tban too 
large. Retain the ewe that produces 
twins, or fine, large, active lambs and 
that is a good nurse, just as long as pos- 
sible.

MORE money and clear profit can be 


made out of poultry than out of cows or 
grain. Poultry, considering tbe cash in- 
vested, is the best money-maker on the 
farm. 


ADOUT the best looking thing on the 


faim is a clean, neat, straight fence. 
Good fences improve the place and the 
kef-ping them in good condition pays.

Election of Senators. 


Sbonld a Change Be Made in the Manner 


of Their Election. 


"Within the last several years the ques- 


tion of the manner of the election of 
Senators has been considerably agitated 
by the people and their representatives. 
Whether from dissatisfaction with the 
character of our Senate as it now is, or 
for whatever reason, the fact is that at- 
tention has been brought to the matter 
and a change has been considered, for 
better or worse. Hon. George I\ Ed- 
munds suggests, in the Forum, the fol- 
lowing points to be considered : 


First, that tho Constitutional provis- 


ion for the cboosing of two senators from 
each State by its legislature was wisely 
designed by the States that founded the 
government, as one of the corner-stones 
of the structure necessary to secure tlie 
rights and safety of the States. 


•Second, that a legislative instead of a 


popular election was ad opted as necessary 
to the expression of the deliberate will of 
the State in its character as such, repre- 
sented in all its parts in the way iu which 
its own constitution distributed power. 


Third, that the people of the several 


political divisions of the State should 
have the right to express their choice 
separately through their legal representa- 
tives, as they do in making laws, and 
not be overwhelmed by a mere weight of 
numbers that might occupy only a corner 
of the State and possess interests ami 
cherish ambitions quite unlike those of 
all the other sections of the common- < 
wealth. 
j 


Fourth, that the Senate as it lias ex-' 


isted for a century has demonstrated the ' 
wisdom of the mode of ita constitution. I 


Fifth, that its members have been as | 


free from am just accusation of corruu-1 
tion, either in their election or in their ' 
course as senators, as any equal number 
of men connected with public affairs on 
the face of the eaith, or connected with 
all the employments of private life. 
j 


Sixth, that as the election of senators : 


by the State legislatures must be by open • 
public voting, the danger of bribery, or 
the misrepresentation of constituents for' 
other causes, is reduced to a minimum, | 
and stands in strong contrast with the 
< 


election of senators by the direct vote of 
the whole mass of voters in the several 
States, and especially in States where ] 
political parties are nearly ec|iul in ' 
numbers. 
j 


Seventh, that, whatever evils now ami 


then happen under the present system, j 
they do not arise from any fault in the ' 
system itself, but from the fault of the 
body of citizens themselves—non-attend-' 
ance at caucuses and primaries; nou- 
attendance at registration and at the ' 
polls; slavish fidelity to party organiza-' 
tions and party names; a contributing 
to and winking at the corrupt use of 
money at nominating conventions and 
elections; and the encouragement or 
tolerance of individual self-seeking in 
respect of getting possession of oilices, 
all of which are truly ptibl'c trusts. 


Eighth, that in ninety-live instances 


out of a hundred, if there be an evil or 
inadequate senator or otheroOieer in the 
public service, it is because the power 
ihatelected or appointed h i m — hh Stale 
or community—has been either grieiou-,- 
y negligent or else is fairly lepresented. 
We must believe that the people's gov- 
ernment is a failure and £t delusion, to 
think otherwise. 


Uinth, and finally, there is neither 


reasonable uor plausible ground, tlujn. 
for taking the grave step of disturbing 
the exact and solid balance of the powers 
and functions of our national Conatitn- 
iion, which has in these respects given 
us a century of security, of State repre- 
sentation, and of State rights, as well us 
a wonderful national progress as a t>eople. 


A HORSE that never gained his liberty

TRANSIT OF MERCI'UY.—On Saturday, 


November 10th, a transit of Jlcrcury will 
take place, beginning in this part of the 
country ataut five minutes before 11, and 
ending about twelve minutes after 4. The 
>lanet moves across the disk of the sun 
rom east to west, and at the middle of the 
ransit passes about a quarter of the sun's 
diameter north of its center. The planet 
will look like a small round dot on the 
ace of the snn, but is not large enough to 
« visible with the naked eye. It can be 
easily seen, however, with a small tele- 
acope or good spy glass, which must of 
rourse be provided with a proper shade 
jlass. From an astronomical standpoint 
.he transit is important as giving a very 
>recise determination of tbe_p!anet's place 
it the time and thus furnishing a test of 
ihe accuracy of our tables of its motion. 
Dhen, too, it offers an opportunity for 
measuring the diameter of the plant with 
jreat exactness, and for certain investiga- 
',ions respecting its atmosphere.

Two well kept horses will 
do more work easily than four starved 
oues. 
A. garden or a (lekl of corn must 


be kept clean of weeds and well worked 
if it is to be profitable. 


Feeding the st. ck juslluie'y enough 


food to keep them from losing llcsh is a 
very serious mistake, and esixjcially so 
in the fall. Cattle I hat have been run- 
ning on pasture will need good rations 
from no>v on, and the sooner they can be 
gotten in good, plump condition the bet- 
ter it will be for them. Get tlie cattle 
in prime order to commence the winter 
and then feed liberally enough to keep 
them so. After cold weather has once 
set in the poor cows—the thin ones— will 
require heavy feeding if they are good 
milkers to get them in good condition. 
It requires less food for a cow that is 
moderately fat, or what is called "in 
goorl order," thau a thin one in winter, 
aud their yield of milk is richer and 
greater. It pays to keep the cowsplnrup 
at all times, and if there is one among 
the herd that it is quite impossible to 
get into tlie desirable order, get rid of 


her, 
for she is unprolituble. It costs no 


more to keep a good cow that pays than 
to keep one that is an enormous eater 
<md never pays for her food. Those who 
make the daily a business oflen lia\e 
cows to sell. These cows are always 
those that do not pay, for the dairyman 
rarely has too many good paying cows. 
Raising your own heifer calves is one of 
the best ways o£ getting together a 
numberof good cows. Saving the heifer 
calves from the !it.-,t m\a is the way to 
make properseloctions. H ia a mistaken 
idi-a made by many good fanners to let 
their cows run out on the pasture and 
meadow fields until long alter cold 
weather has come. The cattle do not 
lind much nounsliing food, and their 
owner overestimates what they do get 
and withholds rations they should have. 
They tramp the grass unnecessarily. 
The cattle would be better oil' in the 
barn-yard or stable.
